OPC Responsibilities 


1. NSC 10/2 is the OPC charter. Certain of their responsibilities 
but not all of them are reflected in 1969/1. 

2. Par U of 10/2 charges OPC -with planning and execution of covert 
operations in time of peace. In time of national emergency or war, the 
operational activities come tinder the Joint Chiefs of Staff and, where 
appropriate, under theater commanders. 

3. President Truman declared that we were in the period of national 
emergency. If par it were applied, OPC's activities would be under JCS 
and theater commanders. However, at Gen Smith's request, concurred in 
by Secy Marshall and Secy Acheson, the President suspended the applica- 
tion of par it, pending a clarification of OPC responsibilities in time 

of national emergency and war. This clarifying paper, titled NSC 10/3, 
was not concurred in by the Joint Chiefs, ?jho recommended that the 
provisions of par it be put into effect at once. The NSC split on this 
paper and the President directed Gen Smith to try to work out a modus 
operandi with Gen Bradley. When I left Washington on 12 April this 
paper from Gen Smith had just been received. It has not yet been 
acted upon. 

it. The present situation and status of clarifying papers leaves 
par it still suspended and OPC's responsibilities in this period of 
national emergency or, under a literal interpretation, this period of 
Far Eastern war, in full possession of the field. 

3. From my conversation with Gen Smith and from my personal / 

knotvledge of the President's views, I am inclined to believe that / 

OPC will’ secure more, rather than less, authority. /

/ Inclosures 1, 2 and 3 are DA (PSYWAR) radios to CINCFE relative to 
DEPTAR’s newly announced Special Operations program. 

Inclosure 1, the initiating message, rather perturbed me in that I 
could not quite determine from its context the impact it would have upon 
our mutually agreed modus operandi. I am still not altogether clear even 
after my exchange of messages with DA (PSYWAR), as to the precise delinea- 
tion of responsibilities of CINCFE vis-a-vis Special Operations, particu- 
larly as regards peripheral areas - which General McClure apparently 
terms "prospective theaters". 

However, irregardless of the nebulous implications which might be ^ 

read into these messages, I am inclined to view our recent Agreement as 
resting on sound logic which will afford maximum cooperation and provide 
the greatest integrated service to our tactical effort and future 
planning. 

I am given the impression that OPC is now cut off from procuring 
qualified personnel in the Army in furthering its own long-range require- 
ments. This looks like a "double-cross" to which I do not propose to be- 
come a party. I know nothing of the McClure organization except that it~ 
looks like a typical Pentagon arriere pensee.
